In aereral interetdlqriate ganwa this year there was no time 
taken out on noo'iiit of injftiy to players, n fiaiiire nerer witneasrd in 
apy previous year. In the hard-fought Princeton-Cornell gtme time was 
called three time* to allow some player to recover his wind afttr a hard 
tackle, but there wa.-i not a >ingle plnver taken out on necoimt of injury. 

The number of dcatlis attributed directly or indinvtiy to football in 
1906 was 19, bnt thus far only eight fatalitiea have been reported in 1906. 

It app«^irs. tlierefoie, il',,it tl e p)[>ulttr denianil for a less dangerous 
game of football has been met in a lai^ge measure by tlio rules commit- 
tee. The improvement haa been aecnred mainly by three changea in ralea.

The poblio aehoola for the year 1900 are oloaed. The efforU of the 
teacher whether good. I>a<1 or ioidifferent will bea matter of biatory. All 
oi>portuniti«i for helping pupib to OMka adraBeament, for inapiring them 
to higher and nobler things are over. There la no profit in wasting time 
in iiselefls regrets but it becomes a wise teacher to qprefnily review the work 
i.f the ti iiu an to its succeflsen aud failures. If we hav<> had Iari;e HueeesM 
we should ileteriiiiiie to push on to greater thiii>;s. T' we .have (ailed iu 
many particulars we should profit by our fnihin No amount of fail urea 
aaa diaooocage the peraon who is determined to succeed. 

Bowaver, if w* are to Jmprove aa we should, we moat not loae a mom- 
ent'n time of our precioua vaoatioo. If we do, not improve we ahall inevit- 
ahlv go backward. If we stand still we shall roator aeeamnlate a covering 
of I'li 'ss that will unfit us for the fulleat aervioe. The qoeatfaM aato how 
we caii H{M'U(1 our vaeatiou mouths to our own and OUT futora popUa beat 
advantage is a vital oue. ^ 

Let ua conaider what we need. 

We need flnl of all to perlsot oar knowledge of the braaehea we must 
teach. To do tkia we should know aomothiu^ baaidee the mere matter 
of the text booka. In history and geography and physiology our knuwl- 

e<Ige should be larger and broader than that of the ImmiIvh which the p.:p- 
ils use. Every teacher knows that the books used iu the district 8cfa(x>ls 
contain only the elements of Kuhjeets of which they treat. Tha teaeher's 
knowledge should go much beyond this. 

Baeood, thaob|eet of edooatkw ia not so much to fvmiah knowledge aa 
to train and diaoipine the mind. The teacher should have a trained mind. 
To obtain this we must study those hranehes that are particularly fitted to 
train the miud, branches ali '\r the e immoii school eour-e, Som.>thiii>j iu 
this line should be done Ijecause i.ur uwu solf improvement iiK-ans belter 
teaching and therefore our pupils as wolaa ourselves w ill b*- lii'uelited. 

Third, weahould know more about oar profeeeiou. Iteal teaching is 
a real prolaiaion that ia not learned in* year or two. Many important 
things however can be laaraad in oaa vaeathw that will double or triple the 
value of a teaoher'a aarvioaa. BadUag booka oo teaching ia good bat we 
ii'-ed the living toodi ot aipariaMMd taaaha w to iaterprat the booka and to 
uild their own ideaa. 

Fourth, we need to observe othi'rs teach. We can often ^ain more by 
hatching a first class teacher for thirty minutes thau we could in reading 
iiu eutire book. A little practice teaching along with this oliservation un 
der wiae direatioo will add very much to oar peraonal equipment giving 
atreagth and aaaanuioe. In thto way we may greatly improve oar methoda. 

Fifth, we nt'ed to enlarge oiir stock of geniTal knowledge by reading, 
by hearing good lectures aud by ouniing in contact w ith other minds that 
like our own are being constantly enriched. 

Sixth, we need the aaaociation of Christian people who are earnestly 
endeavoring to make Hba world better, who by experience and training have 
acquired triae aad eOdaat waya of helping thoae who need help moat. 
Thia ia one of the moat eflioient means of grace and one we are not likely 
to overvalue. 

The above aire perhaps the chief heeds of teachers aud of those who 
are expeetiag to taooli aast year. Tha aaxt q oaa tto a ia, how ahall they be 

met. 

Certainly by attending aome good adiool. Some teaehera ondartake 
to<flt themaalvaa by takiag a corrsapoadaace oooraa bat it ia very uasatis- 
faolory. Probably aiae oat of every ten who aadartake It give it up in a 

short time. It is very diaoouraging to study by one's awf without a 

teacher. One may go on for days without knowing whether he is right or 
wrong and when he finds out is liable to have to g > ovnr the ground again 
to gel rinht. H«- has not the npiir df claHsiimtis, of if^^iilar tiuiew for study 
and rtjcitation anil of the iu-ipiiation and broa h r views of a ti acher. A 
oorrespondeuoe cuurju may Ix) better than nothing' but to attend a gooil 
aohool is infinitely better. 

Tbea the question comes what school shall I attend 1^ By all means 
attend the beat withla reach, or at least go to the oae where you can get 
the moat for yoar moaey. Moat teachaia have ao money to waste on frilla. 

They cannot aford to go to high priced adioola. Neither can they af . 
ford to attend a aahod tut kaa ao aqnipmant bat blashboards aad a few 
fairly good teachers. 

If there is a lar^je sch(K)l within reach that is finely eijnipped aud has 
an established reputation for excellence and is within your means, by all 
odds go to it. < • . 

We believe Berea is such a school' Certainly it can give more in 
proportion to the expense of attending than any other school in Kentucky. 
There ia the advantage of a large and well trained faculty, the largest col 
lege library in the state, aplenwd buildings and fine equipment. A hoepi- 
tal, eoUega phyaician, literary aodetiaa, free daaaea in moaio, fine atody 
roooia aad esealleat lectures are aonte of Berea'k advaatagaa. There are 
■aaay othan. Baraa's students stand well evecywhara. 

A glance at the item of ex[>euseH in the oatelog shows that the entire 
cost of a ti'.' in at H>-res is less than board would be almost any where elae. 
Can any one who is looking fur a school afford to miss such a cbauuei'
